S‘LT LAKE CITY, Feb. 8 
(AP)—A light that flashed across 


western skies early yesterday | 


was seen by hundreds of persons 
in Utah, Idaho, Montana, Wy- 
oming and California. Most ex- 
perts thought it was a meteor. 

Amateur astronomer Floyd 
Rickores of Hollywood, said he 
tracked a red ball in the sky 
for nearly five minutes after a 
“bright flash lighted the room.” 
He said the ball was brighter 
than anything else in the sky. 
He guessed it was several thou- 
sand miles above the earth. 

“It seemed to stay stationary 

between two stars for three or 
four _minutes,”’ he said, ‘‘then 
took off with fantastic speed 
and disappeared.”

LOOKING FOR a different “fun” theme for a late winter 
party? Borrow an idea from those wonderfully warm, friendly 


folk—the Danes. 


It’s a Danish cabaret, with a variety of foods 


featured for “the show” in place of the usual dancing-singing 


entertainment. 

In Denmark, guests sit around 
a table where the entire menu 
from appetizers to dessert has 
been set out, instead of making 
a series of trips to a buffet 
as is done with a Swedish smor- 
gasbord. It’s a cozy way to 
have a party; add a little soft 
background music and you have 
the perfect setting for relaxed 
conversation. A plus for the 


. hostess: once the entire meal 


is nog the table, she can relax 
and enjoy her party. 

Most Danish foods are homey 
and familiar, much like the sim- 
ple meat-and-potatoes diet of 
Americans, but with just enough 
of a foreign flair to be fun. 

For instance, the Danes have 
a dessert called Veiled Country 
Lass. It is basically much like 
that old standby, Brown Betty, 
made with applesauce and 
crumbs, but dressed up with 
whipped cream and a topping 
of jam flavored with Danish 
cherry wine it becomes an. ele- 
gant company dessert worthy to 
be displayed at the Danish Cab- 
aret. 

There always are relishes and 


salads aplenty -on the Danish 
cabaret table; usually there is 
just one hot dish, the rest all 
served cold. For a winter .party, 
the drink served at your home 
cabaret may be the mulled Dan- 
ish Cheer, made with the Dane’s 
own ruby-red cherry wine (the 
same type used in the Veiled 
Country Lass), served piping hot 
from a coffee pot or carafe and 
drunk from cups.

THE SIMIAN SOCIETY OF

“We want to organize all the 
monkey-fanciers in the  coun- 
try,” Miss Licek said.

New York’s Division of Employment and Rehabilitation. This 
department tries to place all handicapped people who come 
for aid. 


Judging by the people I talked with, the department’s 
approach must be a very helpful one. They use, of course, 
all the various organizations that are prepared to help handi- 
capped people, but this division nevertheless must require 
high standards from its employes. 


COMMISSIONER ‘JAMES R. DUMPSON, of the Depart- 
ment of Welfare, came to the lunch and the group raised a 
sum of money to send to UNICEF as a tangible gift to pro- 
mote brotherhood among the children of the world, 


‘I am sure that the Commissioner is trying to do a very 
good job, but he must have many frustrating experiences in 
this city. I have often thought, as more and more graft and 
inefficiency has been uncovered in our city government, how 
grateful we should be for the Department of Health, under Dr. 
Leona Baumgartner, and the Department of Correction, under 
Dr. Anna All of us sometimes make mistakes, but in 
these « ents they will not be intentional and good will 
and intelligence will predominate.
